prior art and would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made. This negative limitation of not having holes in the opening 
and closing plates is seen in Applicant's Figures 7-9 and is supported by Applicant's 
specification. In regards to independent claim 25, the limitation that the check valves of 
the piston body are disposed at the front and rear side of the piston body as well as 
between a filter and rear side of the piston body is not found in the prior art and would 
not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made. The prior art of record teaches a filter disposed between the two check 
valves, not proximal to both of the check valves as claimed.
